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The SomiKK>- Pacikk Railroad. — This great 
enterprise is lieginning again to attract public atteu- 
tion. For some months reasonable doubts were en- 
t ?rt lined as to the ability of its managers to com 
ply with the requirements of the Legislature of 
Texas so as to secure the exclusive right of way 
the State of Texas, and the masnilicent do- 
i of land and aid in money contemplated by 
the terms of the charter and the amendment to it. 
These very doubts produced indifference and hesita- 
tion on the part of the subscribers to the stock, and 
resulted in a delay on their part to pay up the in- 
stallments due upon their stock. All the trouble 
that was encountered by the president and dire- 
tors in pushing forward the work arose from the 
failure to pay these installments. Prompt and en- 
ergetic measures were indispensably necessary, 
liens upon the road had to be given to raise money 
to pay contractors in order to meet the requirements 
of the charter and secure the privileges, which, ence 
secured, render this investment the richest and most 
profitable ever projected. 

The only available means left to the president and 
directors to compel the payment of the unpaid in- 
stallments were the sals of the forfeited stock, and 
this mode was resorted to on the 11th of last month; 
but, as we have already stated, by a resolution of 
the board of directors, the privilege has been reser- 
ved to those subscribers, whose stock was forfeited 
and sold, to recover it by the payment, within one 
month from the day of sale, of the installments that 
are past due and unpiid. The improved and very 
promising condition of the affairs of the company 
will furnish a sufficient inducement to such stock- 
holders to avail themselves of this privilege. 

The success of the road is now fixed beyond a 
doubt. The charter has been secured by a full com- 
pliance with all its requirements, and the enterprise 
has become self-sustaining. The completion in run- 
ning order of the first twenty miles of the road, 
which was done on the 11th ult., has saved the 
charter, and seven miles in addition have probablv

Gas Consumers — We published a few days ago 
the statement made by Mr. Hubert Prince, of New 
York, charging that gas meters are intentionally 
made to register falsely, and that they indicate from 
ten to fifteen per cent, more gas used than passes 
through them.

Import of Radroad Iron. — The statistics show a 
large falling off' in the shipment of railroad iron from 
Great Britain to the United States in the last three 
n.onths of 1857 as compared with those of 1856. 
The total for October, November, and December last 
vear amounted to 21,479 tons, while in the same 
months of 1857 the aggregate is only 4,409 tons, a 
deficiency of 17,070 tons. In December bast the 
shipment was only 794 tons, but increased to 1,115 
tons in December.

Two millions was the amount of the over issue, but 
not more than $928,000 of that sum was at any time 
in the hands of the public; the remainder was in the 
banking department. The whole two millions were 
returned to the issue department on the 24th of De- 
cember. 

Sickness at Ilaeana. — A letter from Havana says 
the ravages of fever and small-pox are very great 
there, and have rapidly scattered the strangers so- 
journing at the place. The fever is very severe, 
also, among the shipping, and from present indica- 
tions the residents do not expect to be free from this 
terrible malady during the rest of the year.

Messrs. Editors: We learn from paners East of 
us that difficulties still exist in Kansas" Territory; 
but they do not exist in fact, or the people here pay 
no attention to them. The best feelings exist here 
between the two parties. 

This place is improving ranidly. It will require 
1,000 houses more than can be built this season to 
accommodate the influx of population. Property is 
still cheap. Lots sell from $i00 to $6,000. Houses 
rent at from 25 to 40 per cent, on cost. Building, 
banking, and fwarding-house keeping are extremely 
profitable. Money can be loaned here, with real 
estate security, at 2, 1 ./ per cent, a month. Dav 
laborers get $1 50 per day, and manv more wanted.

Washington, March 4. 
The army of Utah is in a more perilous condition, 
on account of an anticipated deficiency in supplies, 
than has been generally supposed. The late prompt 
and energetic movement of Lieut. Gen. Scott for the 
relief of the expedition, by sending on supplies im- 
mediately, is founded upon a letter from Col. John- 
ston, dated Jan. 4, in which h< ur^es the vital im- 
portance of the measure. The orders given for for- 
warding a train of over two hundred wagons with 
provisions, clothing, &c, on the 10th of March, 
will, if complied with, relieve the expedition by the 
end of May. Col. Johnston's provisions will "hold 
out till the middle of June, but not beyond. It 
will, therefore, be seen that if anything should cc 
cur to delay the train oa the route, even for a few 
weeks, the whole Utah expedition is in severe straits. 

The bill authorizing the President to call into the 
service of the United States four additional regi- 
ments of volunteers, &c, is before the House.

Seep Potatoes. — We have invariably ignored 
the practice of cutting potatoes to plant, supposing 
that nature put them in her favorite form for repro- 
duction, and to nourish the young plant; and that 
by cutting them we opened the vessels for the evap- 
oration of nutritive qualities, and lessened the means 
of nourishment which young plants draw from the 
seed. 

The experience of the last season has brought us 
results in this matter, which, if continued success 
attends it, will prove of some importance. 

Early in May last we turned over a piece of sod, 
and towards the close of the month planted it with 
whole potatoes. When this was planted, having a 
few bushels left, we plowed another piece adjoining 
the one already planted; this was done in June 
The seed potatoes for this piece were cut in such 
small pieces that less than one half the quantity was 
used than in the former case. The same variety of 
potatoes were planted on each piece, and the same 
tillage given. No manure was used except a table- 
spoonful of plaster in each hill. 

When the potatoes were dug, late in October, full 
one-third of those on the ground where the seed was 
planted whole were made worthless by the rot 
Where they were cut for planting, the potatoes were 
of good size, with scarcely any appearance of rot. 

Such are the ways of management and the results; 
and there we leave the matter, for if we would we 
cannot tell whether the same course will lead to the 
same end in a second trial. Atmospheric and other 
causes which we cannot control might change the 
whole result. One thing, however, if cut potatoes 
are as good for seed, vast quantities that would oth- 
erwise be planted may be saved for other purposes 
each year. A careful following out of the experi-

How to Grow Eari.v Cucumbers and Mklons. 
J. 11. IL, of Clark's Mills, Oneida county, N. Y., 
writes to the Country Gentleman as follows: 

Messrs. Etlitors: You have published in your ex- 
cellent journal several methods for forcing cucum- 
bers and melons for early use. I have one which I 
have proved by experience to lie a good one, and 
with your permission I will give it for the benefit of 
your readers. My first preparation for planting ia 
the making of a good hot-l>ed, one that will give 
considerable heat and retain it. I usually plant 
about the first of March or a little later. I then 
procure empty oyster kegs, saw them in two, bore a 
hole in the center of each head for drainage, which 
I cover with pieces of broken pots or other porous 
material, and then till with a tine and rich coinrost, 
and plant my seeds in them. I bury my kegs to 
their rims in the dirt of my hot-bed, when it has 
become sufficiently warm, and the plants make their 
appearance in a few days. I am then careful to wa- 
ter as often as is necessary, and keep my frame at 
such a temperature that mv plants will grow stocky 
and look healthy, not spindling. When my ground 
is right ror transplanting, I make hills two feet in 
diameter aDd the same in depth, rich and mellow . 
and then lift my boxes from the bed, cut their hcops 
when the staves will readily fall apart, leaving a 
clear ball of earth and roots, and the latter whole 
and undisturbed, which I burv in mv hills; the plants 
will grow without check if the work is done with 
care, and early fruit is the reward. I use the gal- 
lon and larger sizes of kegs, as they allow more 
room for the roots to grow in. and before transplant- 
ing I "harden my plants oil"' and afterwards use 
boxes around them with a pace of glass in the top. 
I claim for this method over that of planting upon 
inverted tun one great advantage, which is this: 
The roets of my plants are never broken or dis- 
turlied, but grow without check; whereas, upon turf 
the contrary is the case, even with the utmost care. 
The cost is a trirte, as any one can see, for the kegs 
can often be had for the asking, as they are u-ually 
broken to pieces and burnt at the hotels, &c. I have 
grown cucumbers and melons by this method with 
perfect success, and as the plants get the start of 
the bugs, I am never troubled by them. For mar- 
ket gardeners, of course Mr. Howatt's way is the 
best, but for amateur gardeners, this will be found 
as good as any where plants are to be grown for 
family use. 

The best Ducks von the Farmer. — A corres- 
pondent of the Country Gentleman says: 

According to promise, I now proceed to give our 
opinion as to what is the best breed of ducks to raise 
for the market and the LtMe. Were I to attempt U> 
describe all the different breeds of ducks, I should 
only fail, for their names are legion. Most of thena 
are not profitable to raise for mraket, but can be 
made profitable to the fancier, besides being orna- 
mental on the pond. For my part, I consider that 
every gentleman who has ponds and grounds lacks 
taste if they are not well stocked with aquatic and 
gallinaceous birds. 

The l>est and largest ducks we know of are the 
Rouen. Java, and Aylesbury. 

1. The Rouen duck, originally from Rouen, 
France. This duck is of a dark brown plumage, 

s and feet a dark dusky red; bill at the base 
black, tapering down towards the point a dark 
green, sometimes streaked with yellow; long in the 
body, with a small neck. The drakes are invariably 
the color of the wild Mallard ihrake, having a white 
ring round the neck; legs aud feet a bright red; bill 
a bright yellow; tiesh darker and higher flavored 
than the common duck. Very prolific, hardy, and 
easy to raise; will weigh <»t fall maturity fiom 18 to 
20 pounds a pair. 

2. Java duck, originally from Java. Plumage a 
i:lo-sy black, neck long, round body, legs and feet 
black, and black bill. Drakes are black, head and 
neck bordering on a dark green; ve!low bill, with

tain to nearly the same 
similar. 

3. Aylesbury duck, originally from the town of 
Aylesbury, England. Plumage a beautiful white, 
with white bill; legs and feet a bright pink, orna- 
mented in appearance; easy to propagate, producing 
white downy feathers, white skin, and delicate sa- 
vory flesh; will weigh from 15 to 18 pounds the pair. 
Set the eirgs under hens, and have them hatch out 
early. With care you can have large ducks.

Kkrpixo Ice. — To those who have not a regular 
ice-house, I wish to say that it is a very easy thin,; 
to keep in a wagon house or barn, as recommended 
in a former volume of the Rural. We have kept it 
for two seasons past in our wagon house, taking up 
the floor in one corner and making what you might 
call a large bin, about nine feet square, extending 
from the ground up to near the chamber iioor, but 
not quite, leaving room for a free circulation of air 
above the covering of the ice and the door overhead. 

There was slope enough to the bottom for thorough 
drainage, which is an important matter, in my opin- 
ion, as well as the open space above. We placed in 
the bottom about a foot thickness of saw dust and 
turner's shavings, then some loose boards for the 
ice to rest upon and piled it up in the center, 
leaving a space all around of fifteen or sixteen in- 
ches between the ice and the sides of the bin, until 
we had six two-horse loads in, when we tilled in the 
sides with sawdust and shavings from the planing 
mill, tramped it down solid, covered the ice well on 
the top with same material, and had nothing more 
to do with it till we wanted it for use, which was 
a very easy matter, having of course left a door or 
opening from the wagon house into the ice room. 

We found that to have a plenty of ice during the 
warm months was a great luxury the first year, 
and the next almost if not quite a necessity, using it 
in our dairy freely and in a great many ways about 
the house. ' In the field it is a _-reat saving of time, 
as there will be no need of sending one of the boys 
after cool water several times a day while the men 
rest and tell fish stories. Some laborers object to 
using it, as being injurious; but they will drink 
ardent spirits when obtainable, even to intoxica- 
tion, and have no fears at all about their health. 
We think there is no more danger in drinking ice- 
lTf.

peculiar institutions; and the Mormon community 
nas accordingly received, since, large accessions to 
their numbers and strength. Reluctant, of course, 
to surrender his supremacy, Brigham Young will re- 
tort to every means in his power to retain it. 

Gov. Cummings having reachedjrhe country, pro- 
claimed his authority, and has established the Ter- 
ritorial government at Fort Scott, under the protec- 
tion of the United States troops, who accompanv 
him as a posse comUatus. The United States Terri- 
torial court has been opened, and a grand jury as- 
sembled. IndictmeHts have been found against all 
the principal Mormon leaders for high treason. 

Brigham Young has, on his part, communicated 
a message to his Legislature, on the 16th of Decem- 
ber, wherein he asserts and maintains, for the inhab- 
itants of his community, "the graat constitutional 
right of the governed to officers of their own elec- 
tion, and local laws of their own enactment." He 
denounces the military expedition as "a treasona- 
ble crusade against the peace and rights of the ter- 
ritory of the United States," and expresses a desire 
that the United States Government will "reconsider 
its course and retrace its steps." 

The Legislative Assembly of Utah re-echo the 
Governor'a sentiments. 

We do not find in either of these documents any 
direct declaration or acceptance of war, nor any ref- 
erence te measures for carrying it on. 

But the Legislature passed an act disorganizing, 
or rather cutting off, Green River county from the 
Mormon Territory, on account of the establishment 
thereon of the United States Territorial Government. 
The integrity and organization of Brigham Young's 
empire remain unimpaired, and Gov. Cumming's 
sway extends only as far as the range of Col. John- 
ston's rifles. 

The United States troops and authorities are all 
very comfortably quartered at Fort Scott. They 
have been supplied with salt, and Capt. Marcy is on 
his march from Santa Fe with ten or fifteen hundred 
horses and mules, wherewith Col. Johnston will be 
enabled, some time in the spring, to move to Salt 
Lake City. 

It may be supposed that Capt. Marcy will reach 
Fort Scott with his animals, &c, bv the 1st of May, 
or some day soon after. Col. John-ton w ill then 
march, without delay, to Salt Lake City, a distance 
of 110 miles, which separates him from the Zion of 
the Mormons. Orders have been given to send such 
a force, as an escort to Capt. Marcy, that the Mor- 
mon design of eutting him off will be frustrated. 
The Mormons, through their spies, are informed of 
all his movements, and they may take measures to 
intercept him when within one of two hundred miles 
of Fort Scott. 

The success of Col. Johnston's expedition hangs 
upon this supply of means of transportation. Sup- 
posing him to be so fortunate as to receive it, he 
will soon test the disposition and means of the Mor- 
mons to resist his entrance into the valley. He will 
be obliged, asjarmy officers inform us, to pass with 
the whole train through Echo Canon, a narrow ra- 
vine between two steep mountains, where the Mor- 
as lately had a thousand men. This ravine may 
ly be obstructed with rocks and trees, rolled 
rn from the mountain side; and the road is so 
narrow that all these obstacles must be removed. 
Col. Johnson will have to clear out this road. This 
is his chief difficulty, and it is by no means insu- 
perable. It would be only a week's work. 

The riflemen, whom he would send forward 
through the ravine, would keep the Mormons off to 
a cautious distance. After making this road, he 



will have but one or more roads, of from two or 
three miles each, to make. As to Salt Lake City, 
it is upon an open plain, and has no natural de- 

The population of the Mormons may be accurate- 
ly stated at sixty or seventy thousand. Their num- 
ber of fighting men is about six thousand. The 
fwpulation of Salt Lake City is twelve thousand. 

The Mormons at the city are represented as being 
in a condition of great destitution. They are suf- 
fering for provisions and clothing. The troops are 
poorly armed. They have no artillery. Their sup- 
ply of gunpowder is very limited, and they have no 
material from which to make it.

Turkish Contrasts.— Turkey is rich to over- 
flowing; the population meek in all the poverty of 
indolence. The loveliness of every landscape is 
broken by the most hideous public misery. The 
climate is fine, for the air is fresh and soft — the 
temperature generally moderate. It is bad because 
it is both cold and wet, foggy and rainy. 

The Turk proverbially loves his ease, yet he 
lives in the most inconvenient manner. He smokes 
his chibouque or nargilly on sofas without backs: he 
uses his knees for writing desk, and the floor for a 
dinner table. He is fond of visiting his friends in 
state, but has no carriages; his streets are neither 
named nor numbered. Turks are both clean and 
dirty. They are always dabbling with water, but 
they eat with their hands; they heap intolerable 
garbage before their doors, leave dogs to do the of- 
fice of scavengers, and allow dead carcases to putrify 
beneath the windows of their palaces. They are 
both quick and slow in business, for they have few 
formalities; yet they have always a score of oppos- 
ing interests in everything. They neglect the most 
important affairs in endeavoring to satisfy every bodv 
on some occasion; and jump at conclusions, with 
simplicity and g^od faith almost affecting upon 
others. 

The Turk's wives are so muffled up that they can- 
not see where they are walking, and thev roll about 
like barrels, from the length of their dresses and 
the largeness of their shoes. He veils and impris- 
ons, yet allows them to go where they please unac- 
companied. Turks are never seen in public with 
their wives. On the other hand, they appear to 
consider ladies as nature's choicest handiwork, for 
they can imagine no present more grateful to the 
Sultan, on the great festival of the Bairam, than a 
voung maiden. Tbey deny woman any place or in- 
fluence in society, and, while they refuse them a 
soul, insist tbey "shall be transported bodily to para- 
ding. Iu Turkey, a girl seldom brings a portion to 
her husband; but tbe husband pa> s a sum of monoy 
to her parents. Turkish w omen are lively, gossip- 
ing, restless; the men are calm, taciturn, and apa- 
thetic. A Turk considers it shameful to look at a 
lady passing him. He never suffers the name of a 
wife to }>ass his lips, and would consider it an insult 
if you asked after her health. Yet he is a polyga- 
mist, and has children by his slaves. 

The Ottoman is compassionate and cruel. He 
will leave a legacy to a horse and support an army 
of l>eggars; but he would roast a Christian with a 
great zest, and bastinados his slaves without a 
qualm. He is at once splendid and mean. Osten- 
tatious in servants, horses, pipe-sticks, and houses; 
but his servants are ill-dressed, his horses are worth- 
less, his bouses are kept in such bad repair that the 
rain ouen comes into his drawing room, and pigeons 
build >n the hall of audience of nis sultans. He al- 
ways reminds strangers of the Hungarian noble- 
men, who have but one spur. Nothing aliout him 
is complete. A saddle of cloth of gold will be girt 
about his steed with an old rope; and wh"e the 
mouth-piece of his pipe may be worth five hundred 
pounds, the bowl is not worth a half-penny. He is 
a democrat, though he lives under a government 
nominally despotic. He is a democrat, because he 
can hardly understand o iy real difference of rant's 
in a country. Most governments are supposed to 
examine affairs with some view to their settlement; 
at t'le Porte they are usually investigated with a 
\ iew of avoiding it. In other countries promotion 
is slow, and business managed comparatively quick- 
ly. In Turkey, business is conducted slowly, and 
promotion granted quickly. Elsewhere, tharks are 
usually returned for a present; in Turkey it is cus- 
tomary to thank the receiver. A guest invited to 
dirner is also thpoked for coming. 

In Turkey, superiors ; ;lut* inferiors; elsewhere 
the reverse is the fashion. In Europe, we uncover 
onr heads as a mark of respect; in Tuikey, trople 
take off their shoes to show deference. A Turk is 
brief cf speech, and seldom exaggera*-;s; but he is 
amused by interminable stories, and the most im- 
probable freaks of imagination. He suf.^rs e\ lis 
without complaint, becau;2 he says they au written 
in the L"»k rf fate, and he considers them as part 
of the scheme of Divine Providence. He has a 
great contempt for ancestry, and concedes to the 
descendant of Mahomet no" other advantage in life 
than a green turban. A real Turk care3 little for 
politics; most of tbe persons mixed up in political 
affairs in his countiy being Greek or of Greek de- 
scent. He is brave and sensitive; but he never 
dreams of a duel, nor have the French been able 
to taint his mind with their ideas on the subject. 
I can recall no single instance of a Turk who has 
committed suicide. He will tell you, indeed, that 
the hour of his death is written, and that he can 
neither hasten nor retard it. Persons who are fond 
of theories usually recoil with instinctive prudence 
from all practical tests, and it never occurs to a 
theoretical Turk to try the soundness of his doc- 
trine with a razor or a pocket-pistol.

rStriitng of the Steamer C. Beakr.—Th* St. Louis 
Republican has the following particulars of this dis- 
aster: 

The steamer C. Bealer, bound from Cincinnati to 
this port, sunk about a quarter of a mile above the 
head of Carroll's Island, near the wreck of the Al- 
leghany, yesterday morning, taking water slowly. 
In an hour and a quarter the boat went down in 8 
feet water. The water was running over her main 
deck, and the boat was lying perfectly easy and 
straight. The captain came up to St. Louis for the 
purpose of engaging a submarine to go down to his 
assistance. The Bealer had very few passengers, 
having been detained at Cairo some time by the ice. 
When she sunk she careened over, and four hundred 
empty barrels on her roof rolled off into the river. 
She lost no oth«* freight, but a great portion of her 
cargo will be badly damaged. Her cargo is a very 
valuable one, consisting of dry goods, iron cooper- 
ate, &c. She took on at Cairo a considerable amount 
of the Falls City's aud Planet's New Orleaus freight, 
which those boats stored before returning to New 
Orleaus, among which were five hundred sacks of 
coffee. 

The C. Bealer was valued at $18,000, and had 
lately been repaired and fitted up at considerable 
expense. She was owned in Cincinnati, and there 
insured for $0,000 in the City Insurance Company, 
which insurance had been effected just before her 
departure on her present trip. The steamer Equi- 
nox was alongside taking off her deck load and a 
few passengers. The C. Bealer can be raised, it is 
thought, without much difficulty. 

The Submarine No. 12, which had just arrived 
here from New Albany, went down to the assistance 
of the Bealer last evening. 

The Mississippi wae closed with ice at Le Claire, 
fourteen miles above Rock Island, on Friday last, 
and buggies were driving across. There was a rise 
of eighteen inches at Rock Island on Friday, and a 
swell of ten inches at Quincy on the same day.

FURTHER BY THE EUROPA. 

England.— On the 17th, a bill to abolish church 
rates passed the Commons, 213 to 160. The result 
was against the government. 

On the 18th, Lord Panmure stated that recruiting 
was going on at the rate of 8,000 per month, and 
that the estimates included the embodiment of 10,- 
000 militia. 

In the Commons, after the renewal of the debate 
to bring in the Indian bill, a division took place and 
leave was given by 318 to 173. 

In the House of Lords, on Monday, the Duke of 
Cambridge announced the receipt of a dispatch from 
Colin Campbell, exonerating Gen. Windham from 
all blame in regard to the defeat at Cawnpore, and 
lauding the General. 

Lord Grar.ville said that the policy of the govern- 
ment in India would be a lenient one. 

It is said that Sardinia and Belgium will both 
succumb to the French. Switzerland was also 
making concessions. 

Marshal Pelissier was expected to be appointed 
Governor of Paris, a post which existed under the 
first Empire. 

The Duke de Monticello, formerly an Orleanist, 
had been appointed Ambassador to Russia. 

It is said that a determined crusade is to be car- 
ried on by the Prefects of Departments against all 
persons entertaining republican opinions. No per- 
son hereafter is to band in France without a pass- 
port. 

There is a rumor of an intended meeting between 
the Emperors of France and Austria early in the 
spring. 

The U. S. corvette Constellation had left Alex- 
andria for Messina. It was thought she would first 
go to the coast of Syria to give the support of her 
presence to the American Consul General in inves- 
tigating the outrage upon the family of an Amer- 
ican missionary at Joppa, accounts of which have 
been published.

XXXVTH CONGRESS— FIRST SESSION. 
Monday s Proceedings — Concluded. 

Washington, March 8. 
Senate. — Mr. Doolittle referred to the extraordi- 
nary statement of the Senator from South Carolina, 
charging the north with breaking plighted faith and 
plundering the South by means of national banks and 
tariffs. It was not the North that repudiated the 
compact of 1787 or the compromise of 18"_"J. As to 
national banks and tariffs, he showed from the record 
that the greatest statesman of the South, Mr. Cal- 
houn, supported the very tariff that he (Hammond) 
complained of; that he voted for a national ban& 
and supported internal improvements. Referring to 
Mr. Hammond's estimate relative to the resources 
of the North and South, he said that the hog crop of 
the United States surpassed the whole cotton crop of 
the South in value; and to the taunt that Northern 
laborers were slaves, he stated that his own father 
vai a laborer, and other gentlemen on that floor 
stood in the same category, and asked if he and they 
were to be branded as the sons of slaves? He then 
passed to Kansas, showing the inconsistency of the 
advocates of the I>econi]>ton constitution. The 
President bas'-s the legality of that constitution on 
the Kansas-Nebraska act. Mr. Hammond takes a 
different ground, contending that the sovereignty of 
Kansas is vested in the sovereignty of the States, to 
be exercised hy Congress alone. The Senator from 
Tennessee places it in the people of Kansas, inde- 
pendent of the Territorial legislature and indepen- 
dent of an enabling act; while the Senator from 
Georgia asserts it to be in the Territorial Legislature. 
He (Doolittle ) contended that if sovereignty resided 
in the people, the Topeka constitution is a legal in- 
strument. 

He then examined the claims of the Topeka and 
lecompton constitutions, contending that the latter 
I invalid because the Kansas-Nebraska act con- 
l no power to call a convention, while the for- 
out of revolutionary appeals to the people 
i and was perfectly legal. The answer to 
on, "Why didn't the free State men of 
Kansas, if in the majority, vote for delegates to the 
convention?" he showed by many familiar facts that 
in numerous cases they could "not vote in conse- 
quence of several counties being disfranchised; also, 
that they had been solemnly assured the constitution 
would be iulnuitted for the approval of the people. 
This assurance was given by Calhoun himself, as 
well as by Buchanan in his messages and through 
bis chosen organs, Walker and Stanton. He denied 
the correctness of the President's assertion that 
when the slavery clause was submitted all was done 
that was necessary. There were also many other 
questions — that of the banks and the Know-Noth- 
ing clause which required the Governor to be a citi- 
zen for 20 years, &c. He further denied that the 
slavery clause was fairly submitted. 

He sketched the current events since it was first 
proposed to repeal the Missouri Compromise, in- 
stancing the Atchison meetings in Misssouri which 
passed resolutions that Missouri would extend her 
institutions over Kansas at whatever cost of blood, 
»d contending that these meetings as well as Le- 
compton itself were the direct fruits of that repeal . 



The programme of these meetings was carrCd out 
in full. Missourians with bowie-knives and revol- 
vers invaded Kansas, usurped the Legislature in 
three short weeks, and eaacted the whole code of 
Missouri. There stands the appalling fact, and no 
shame is wide enough to cover it. One more act 
only is wanting: pass this act, and history will de- 
clare that in the same year when Russia emancipa- 
ted her slaves republican America, trampling upon 
her principles of independence, imposes slavery upon 
her Territories. 
The Senate received the House printing bill. 
Mr. Foster said he would never assent to another 
State north of 3G 40 entering the Union with sla- 
very. He considered himself bound by the Ordi- 
nance of "87," and would never recognize its re- 
peal. Referring to the 7th article of the Lecompton 
constitution asserting the right of property in slaves, 
he said the principle it enunciated was a reproach to 
the age. It would have been outrageous to have in* 
corporated such a principle even in a constitution 
made for a Southern State. He alluded to the clause 
in the "bill of rights" declaring no free negro shall 
live in the territory, and thought it a strange clause 
to exist in a republican constitution. 

Mr. Green reminded him that the same provision 
exist* in the Topeka constitution. 

Mr. Foster was not advised that the Topeko con- 
stitution had been received by the Senate and didn't 
believe it contained such a clause. There is no ques- 
tion, he continued, that by the Lecompton constitu- 
tion free negroes must be killed. 

Mr. Green asked if the Senator contended that 
free negroes entering free States having provisions 
forbidding them, as Illinois for instance, must be 



Mr. Foster replied that the Lecompton 
says as much. It says no freeman can be exiled 
and no free negro can live there. 

Mr. GreeB— The Senator's argument is absurd. 

Mr. Trumbell explained that the laws of Illinois 
rovide for free negroes. It was not in the constitu- 



tion, the law disposes of them. 

Mr. Green — How? 

Mr. Trumbull — Hires him out. 

Mr. Green— Kansas will do the SBme. 

Mr. Foster proceeded, reading the elause for 
changing the constitution, contending that the direct 
meaning is, that the people may alter anything but 
the slavery clause. Slavery is to be perpetual. 
Establish "that constitution and it can never be 
abolished except by consent of every slaveholder in 
the State. 

Mr. Mascn asked if the Senator understood that 
Congress has power to look into State constitutions 
with the view of determining the relations of persons 
held in servitude? He asked for information as to 
the Senator's views. 

Mr. Foster explained that if a Territory have 
within itself principles at war with principles of lib- 
erty, Congress had the right to reject it. 

Mr. Mason said the reply threw a flood of light 
upou the principles actuating the Republican party. 
If he understood the Senator, Congress had power 
to declare whether governments were republican in 
form — if it established slaverv it is not republican. 

Mr. Foster did not think his language susceptible 
of such an inference. He repeated, where a Terri- 
tory applied for admission with a constitution at war 
with the plainest principle-; of lilwrty, he could not 
call it republican in form, and would not admit it. 

Mr. Mason — Not republican/ 

Mr. Foster — Not republican because not recogni- 
zing the principles of freedom. He was not prepar- 
ed to go to the extreme extent that a State may bs 
excluded on the ground alone that it recognized 
slavery. Mr. Foster coi eluded by saying he would 
Got vote for the bill, considered it an atrocious high 
handed act of usurpation to imprison the people of 
Kansas. It was outrageous, infamous. The people 
of Kansas repudiate it, scorn its very name, its prin- 
ciples, its origin — and so do I. 

The Senate then went into Executive session. 

House. — Mr. Taylor continued: No court of a for- 
eign country had a right to condemn an American 
vessel for a" failure to carry lights, in the absence of 
American law requiring such practice. The act of 
France was an attack upon our sovereignty and an 
infringement of the k»w of nations, lie thought 
that on account of the important principles involved, 
immediate steps should be taken by our Government 
relative to the matter — referred to the Committee oa 
Foreign Affairs. 

The bill passed appropriating .*3I0.000 to pay the 
deficiency printing bill of the 33d and 34th Con- 
gresses. 

The House then took up the consular and diplo- 
matic appropriation bill. 

Mr. Bocock replied to Mr. Wilson, contending the 
!e<dtimate construction of the Kansas-Nebraska act 
did not encourage territorial sovereignty and that 
Lecompton was the work of the people of Kansas. 

Mr. Davis criticised the President's special mes- 
sage and denounced the Lecompton constitution as 
the creature of fraud and the legitimate fruits of 
slivery. Adjourned. 

Washington, March 8. 
The Senate was in Executive session two hours 
and a half on the nomination of Cook as postmaster 
at Chicago. There was an earnest debate, but no 
question in consequence of the absence of a quorum. 

John Cochrane to-day presented in the House a 
petition for a bankrupt "law, numerously signed by 
the merchants of New York. Also, three petitions 
for a homestead law, signed by merchants and bro- 
kers to the number of three hundred and fifty.

Catarrh in Nkat Cattlk, alias Horn Ail 
By Robert Wood, V. S.— The true character of this 
disease is but little known by persons in general. 
It is almost; universally regarded as a particularly 
local disease, having for its seat the interior of the 
horn. Such, however, is not the case, and those 
who believe it and treat it as such are sadly mis- 
taken. The symptoms, which to those persons in- 
dicate its existence, are symptomatic of other and 
more extensive disease. And the remedies generallv 
employed for its cure are still more absurd and cruel. 
One in particular, viz: boring the horn with a gimlet, 
and pouring therein a mixture of vinegar, pepper, 
and salt, which certainly has a tendency to pro- 
due; rather than cure thej disease. Did these per- 
sons possess any knowledge of the structure and 
function of the parts they treat in this manner, or 
the diseases with which that of the horn co-exists, 
they w ould readily observe the absurdity of their 
supposed remedies. 

The internal or osseous structure of the horn is a 
continuation or prolongation of the frontal sinuses, 
the same in structure and function, and therefore 
liable to the same diseases. In catarrh, for instance, 
altered temperature of the horn is one of the symp- 
toms which characterizes its existence, and when 
this disease assumes a chronic form, the secretions 
of the cells of the horn become vitiated and ex- 
hausted, and therefore, upon boring into the horn, 
its cells may be found empty. If, however, the gim- 
let should strike one of the walls of the cells, in- 
stead of the cavity, the operator (fortunately for the 
poor beast) concludes it is not a case of "Hora Ail." 

It is not necessary, however t that an animal should 
have catarrh for these cells in the horn to become 
hollow or empty. In any other disease existing for 
a sufficient length of time to produce debility and 
emaciation, we shall find absorption to have taken 
place of nearly all soft or cellular tissues of the 
body, including those of the horn. 

We therefore find the "Horn Ail" to be a sympa- 
thetic and not an idiopathic form of disease. 

The cause of catarrh in neat cattle, the same as in 
all other animals, is most frequently sudden changes 
of temperature. The symptoms by which we diag- 
nose it are, accelerated pulse and respiration, loss of 
spirits and appetite, hanging down of the head, 
sneezing, or blowing of the nose, increased thirst 
and variable heat of the base of the horns, tears 
running from the eyes, discharge from the nose, va- 
rying in the different stages of the disease; first of a 
pale yellow color, afterwards it becomes more mu- 
cous or cream-like, and at all stages of the disease 
is accompanied more or less by a cough. Therefore, 
in treating this symptom of disease, "Horn Ail," it 
behooves us to carefully ascertain its true character, 
that we may thereby adapt our remedies to the cure 
of cause as well us effect. 

It is a too common practice of owner3 of neat cat- 
tle to dose them when sick, regardless of what the 
disease may be, with heterogenous compounds, the 
virtue of which they know but little. And it is not 
unfrequently the case, that, the animal becoming 
worse instead of better under the treatment, a veter- 
inary surgeon is called upon, who, upon examining 
his patient, finds it difficult between the signs of the 
disease and those produced by the remedies that 
have been employed to form a correct diagnosis of 
the case, and not unfrequently that the administra- 
tion has so impaired the functions of the stomach as 
to render it unsusceptible to the proper remedies, 
and, although he exerts his best skill, should he fail 
of a cure, he rarely gets credit for his good intent. 

I must confess, however, that this is not as fre- 
quently the case, now as heretofore, the people gen- 
erally appreciating; more and more the value of our 



art — calling our attention to cases in the earlier 
stages of disease than formerly, thereby saving the 
life of many a valuable anVnal, that would other- 
wise by delav be lost. I think I may safely say, 
where "one animal dies in this city and vicinity, at 
this time, there were 10, 12, or 15 years ago. I do 
not lioast of skill in saying this; but in illustration 
of the prowing confidence in, and the l>etter opinion 
of the people of our art, they finding it better poli- 
cy to call a physician ten times when his council 
proves they did not need hiin, than to neglect to call 
him once when they did need him. Besides, this is 
one of the means of insurance, as few animals die, 
w hen their ills are properly treated and in due sea- 
son, compared to the numl-er that die, when they 
are improperly treated or neglected, and their dis- 
eases allowed to go on to a sub-acute or chrouic 
stage.— Veterinary Journrl.

troops there, it is probable that hostilities may be 
suspended for the present, but it would not be" sur- 
prising at any time to hear them break out afresh 
and involve the whole Territory. 

There is an immense amount of caucusing for the 
constitutional convention going on. 

The great steamship Leviathan is expected to ar- 
rive in Portland in June next, and will remain 
there several weeks.
